Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Lauson provided arguments with respect to the alleged 
distinctions between the claimed invention and the prior art including a nonbiodegradable diaper wrap garment that is 
unable to be flushed down a toilet.
